META is the very beginning of this 
prayer. which has always been misunder- 
Stood in different ways. A certain sense 
of Safety and. comfort steals over those 
whó ‘pray earnestly, and from their hearts, 
when. they say these introductory words, 
and this ‘feeling remains with them for 
some "moments after the ir prayers are 
over. 


This explains. two things. In the 


first place, that the man can only con- 
centrate his attention on these prelim- 
inary words, which have inspired him with 
these feelings. And secondly, the fact 
that his inspiration. is so short-lived, 
Shows that he is far off from understand- 
ing what he has been saying. 


It is clear that either he has not 
been able to keep up the strain of ser- 
ious thought for any continuous time, or 
it reveals the superficiality of his 
nature. Otherwise he would find that the 
next word, aS soon as it becomes alive 
in him, would inspire him with another 
feeling, one correspond ing to their tenor. 
If he understood the real ‘meaning of 
these words and’ their’ importance, the 
sensation of comfort. and safety would 
cease and a different p would ‘be 
awakened in his breast. s. 


Some people see in the words "Our 
Father," a confirmation of their opinion 


that they descend from god himself, and, 
if properly developed, will finally bé- 


come divine, and that in the meantime 
they partake of divine nature. Besides 
this there are other errors regarding 
this .sentence, but most men look upon it 
as an invocation to the Almighty and say 
it mechanically and, as it costs the 
least effort and.thinking, they repeat 


it thoughtlessly. Although it is just. 


these words which should be uttered with 
the greatest fervor of which man shows 
he is capable, but none of these inter- 
pretations are right. 


The Son of God chose these words to 
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express the spirit in which the human 
soul Should approach the Almighty ifshe- 
hopes that his prayer will be ‘granted. ` 
They distinctly-define “the nature of the: 
only possible relationship to God of 
which man must be conscious when he lays ` 
his: petition at tne Steps: of tne: Almighty: 
throne. bI 


There are three parts imp DIM WA 
The first ‘part ‘shows -the:self-abasement : 
of the soul humbling itself before God... 
seeking to unfold itself befóre him and 
declare it genuine, and devoted subjec-: 
tion, before it utters a desire. The Son. 
of God tries to make it evident that this 
is the feeling a man must be conscious 
of if he desires to approach the Almighty. 
Hence these introductory words appear in. 
the light of a sacred vow of رسس سد‎ 
"Our Father which art in Heaven."

Consider a moment, a prayer As not 
synonymous with a request, -otherwige 
there would be no thanksgiving prayers 
which contain no request. The prayer is: 
not to beg. - In their mistaken way of 
thinking, men are not in the habit of 
coming to God unless they expect some- 
thing, if indeed they do not demand some- 
thing of him. A demand lies in every re- 
quest, and man cannot deny that he al- 
ways comes with some:/request. It may be 
only a vague desire to secure a place in- 
heaven. He does know what it is to praise 
God jubilantly for the glad enjoyment of 
his conscious being, or being able to do 
his appointed work in ¢ooperation for 
the welfare of his surroundings in ac- 
cordance with God's will. He does not. 


even suspect : that just .this,.. and only 
this, will further.his own welfare, his 
progress and advancement.: This is the 
basis that "The Lord's: Prayer" rests on. 
The Son of God only sought to bring about 
man's welfare, and could not have: worded 
it otherwise. Thus the prayer he taught 
is anything but a begging petition. It 
is an earnest and comprehensive vow on 
the part of man to lay himself at his 
Master's feet. Jesus gave this. prayer to 
his disciples who were then prepared . to 
worship god in Truth and Purity, to serve 
God. in or by their lives, and by this 
service, to honor His aay Will. Xi 


. Before he dicm “man should con- 
sider whether he dares make use of this 
prayer, and inquire of his conscience 
whether in repeating it, he is not try- 
ing to deceive his God. The introductory 
sentence admonished everyone to examine 
his conscience to make sure whether he 
really is what he professes to be in his 
prayer, whether he may present himself 
before God without hypocrisy. 


Er the first three sentences site: 
a root in: you, they will lead you to the 
steps of the throne of God. They are the 
way, the sure and the safe way, provided 
they are realized ina man's soul; but 
if these sentences do not live, that is, 
become part of man's living soul, they 
cannot reach God.
